Worden Takes First 
Walk In Deep Space

CREDIT TERMS 
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Risky White House Tactics 


America’s shaky economic superstructure, in 
addition to trying to weather the inflation ear­ 
thquake, is feeling the effects of the temblors 
touched off by the split between President Nixon 
and Arthur F. Burns, chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board (FED ). 
More is involved here than a mere economic- 
policy disagreement between the chief executive 
and the head of the nation’s central bank. 


SUCH A 
D I S A G R E E M E N T does exist, of 
course, because Mr. Burns, a Nixon appointee, 
has made no bones about his opinion regarding 
the failure of the administration to exercise 
enough control over the fires of inflation. 
Criticism by Mr. Burns has so unnerved the 
administration that talk has started of a move to 
bring the FED under White House control by 
restructuring the board through a doubling of its 
membership. 
The administration reportedly is reacting to 
the recent sharp words of Mr. Burns to the 
Senate-House Joint Economic Committee. In his 
testimony, the FED chairman said inflation is 
proceeding at an “ unacceptable and dangerous 
rate.” 


Obviously this is not in line with the ad­ 
ministration’s assessment of the economy as 
expressed by Secretary of the Treasury John B. 
Connally who says the inflation corner has been 
turned and long-term trends are generally en­ 
couraging. 
Some Washington insiders are saying the 
White House talk of FED revision is a paper tiger 
designed to mute the criticism from Mr. Burns 
and really shouldn’t be taken seriously. 
It would be difficult, they point out, to pull it off 
because of strong congressional opposition to 
such a move. 


E V E N IF T H E White House rumors are no 
more than that, they still are damaging and 
should be shut off by the President. 
Potential presidential packing of the FED is 
another confidence-eroding 
specter hanging 
over the head of economic recovery and should 
be removed immediately. 
The White House has more important things to 
do than engage in this potentially harmful 
foolishness. 


The Polygraph Interview 


The increase in crime in the United States 
cannot be allowed to continue indefinitely. This 
is obvious to all. Consequently steps are being 
taken to slow and ultimately reverse it. 
Unfortunately, measures designed to combat 
crime may infringe or seem to infringe on in­ 
dividual rights. The question then becomes: Is it 
better to permit crime to get out of control or 
surrender a degree of personal freedom? 
Some of our large stores are looking at this 
question as a result of greatly increased “ in­ 
ventory shrinkage” or disappearance of stock 
from counters and storerooms. 


T H E N E W Y O R K S P E C I A L T Y firm Bonwit 
Teller, for example, reports a loss of this type 
from its four New York City area stores in 1970 of 
nearly $2 million. This represents about 4 per 
cent of total sales and is up substantially from 1.5 
per cent just a few years ago. 
This included shoplifting as well as pilferage 
and other internal thefts. Much of the loss oc­ 
curred in areas that were temptation spots for 
employes. 
As a result, the firm is experimenting with the 
use of lie-detector tests or “ polygraph in­ 
terviews” among some of its employes to 
combat pilferage by store personnel. 
The use of the detectors, even on an ex­ 


perimental basis, has occasioned protests that it 
is an invasion of privacy and is like having to 
prove you are innocent. Some labor unions have 
obtained contracts containing clauses banning 
the practice. 
But if the tests are effective scientifically, they 
would be an efficient way of identifying those 
among the stores’ personnel who steal from their 
employer. The knowledge that the lie detector 
would trap them if they pilfered should just 
about eliminate pilferage by dishonest em­ 
ployes. 
It would be a simple and efficient way to 
combat the increasing theft problem faced by 
retail stores across the nation. 


W H I L E S O M E W O U L D 
P RO T E C T , others 
might welcome the opportunity to prove their 
innocence and thus remove any suspicion about 
their possible guilt. 
The Bonwit-Teller “ experimental step” m ay 
be just that. But, if crime of this type continues to 
increase, the experiment could become an ac­ 
cepted practice and employes would have to 
agree to polygraph interviews from time to time 
as a condition of employment. 
How much simpler it would be if everyone 
would just be honest. 
Fighting Drug Abuse 


Many people casting about for ways of helping 
combat drug addiction would do well to support 
die effort of Rep. John Murphy to broaden the 
scope of the Narcotic Addict Rehabilitation Act 
>f 1966. 
Rep. Murphy is battling for two major changes 
n the act. Presently only persons addicted to 
frugs derived from opium — or similar synthetic 
drugs — may be treated. He would like to 
broaden the provision to include all types of drug 
addiction. 
The Staten Island Democrat also would like to 
see the elimination of several exclusionary 
clauses, one of which blocks treatment help for 
addicts with two prior convictions. 


As a result of the exclusionary obstacles, it is 
estimated that up to one-third of the heroin 
addicts who apply for treatment are turned 
away. 
Much has been learned about the drug problem 
since the rehabilitation act was approved in 1966 
and this new knowledge should be incorporated 
in a revised bill. 
This single bill will not solve the drug problem 
alone, regardless of how effective it is in final 
form. 
But it will be another weapon to use against 
drug abuse as we try to build an effective 
program. Our arsenal is too bare to pass up this 
opportunity. 
Soldier Back from Dead

balming fluid is injected) a 
slight pulse was noticed in the 
femoral artery. The em­ 
balmers reaction was not 
recorded. Probably: “ My 
God, this one is still alive.” 
Instantly, 
Bayne 
was 
dispatched 
to 
a 
nearby 
hospital where a feverish 
resuscitation effort and blood 
transfusions confirmed the 
embalmer’s discovery. 
Newspapers picked up the 
story. 
There 
were 
bold 
headlines of “ Soldier Returns 
from the Dead.” 
Bayne’s 
parents were ecstatic with 
joy. And much of the nation 
was thankful that here was 
one Vietnam statistic to 
subtract from the sum. 


BU T W H I L E T H E reading 
public was elated, Bayne’s 
physicians were concerned. 
He had, after all, been sealed 
in a green plastic sack for an 
undetermined p eriod,.and 


also laid unattended in a 
morgue for several hours. 
The worry was that during 
this time his brain may have 
been deprived of oxygen long 
enough to do permanent 
mental damage. When Bayne 
arrived in the United States 
(Walter Reed Hospital) he 
was being kept alive mainly 
by medical diligence. At least 
one doctor believed then that 
it was only a matter of time 
until he died legitimately. 
Even when the soldier 
confounded the odds and 
clung to life, his doctors were 
pessimistic. He had lost part 
of his right leg, he had lost the 
use of his left leg, his entire 
left side was paralyzed, his 
weight had dropped from 170 
to 70 pounds, and when he 
finally 
regained 
con­ 
sciousness he could not talk, 
write or remember anything 
that had happened. One day 
Bayne’s mother was told the 
boy would probably live, but 
he would never be more than 
an incoherent vegetable. 


A N D SO IT E V O L V ES that 
the doctors have been wrong 
about Jacky C. Bayne not 
once but several times since 
that July afternoon in 1967. 
Because today he has to be 
one of the most stubborn, 
motivated 
and 
coherent 
vegetables in the land. 
Wheelchaired, lucid, totally 
rosy, Bayne is back to normal 
weight and, as his surgeon 
says, “ abnormal spirit.” He 
was released from Walter 
Reed care several months 
ago, built a home with ramps 
instead of stairs, has become 
engrossed with a 
lengthy 
correspondence with a girl in 
Frankfurt, Germany ( “ I ’ve 
got more girls now than I ever 
had” ), and though he still 
can’t walk is convinced that, 
as he says: “ITI be a coach 
some day. I always wanted to 
coach. And I still do. I think 
that when I start walking 
again, I’ll be one.” 
To the casual observer, 
Bayne’s buoyancy seems a 
bit Pollyannish. He is still 
paralyzed on one side, still 
confined 
to 
wheels 
for 


movement. Yet, considering 
his history, few would argue 
the chances of more miracles 
in his future. 


HE IS, IN FACT, working 
on one miracle at present. He 
checked into the Columbia 
V.A. hospital some weeks ago 
with the complaint that “I 
don’t want to De tied to this 
wheelchair forever.” His 
present 
surgeon, 
Dr. 
Narayan Deb Roy (from 
India), was sympathetic. So 
the pair of them worked out a 
complex, chancy, step-by- 
step procedure, to use a 
phrase which may (“ may!” ) 
enable Bayne to walk again. 
Recently, 
Dr. 
Deb 
Roy 
operated 
to 
halt an 
“ in­ 
voluntary 
tremble” 
in 
Bayne’s left foot. Then he 
repaired 
tendons 
in 
the 
patient’s arm so that the 
fingers of his hand will open 
and close (to hold a cane). 
These two procedures were 
designed 
to 
enable 
the 
Vietnam veteran to stand by 
himself out of his chair. 
Further surgery on his leg, 
it’s hoped, will eventually 
enable 
Bayne 
to 
propel 
himself. 


" W E ' R E 
H O P E F U L , 
anyway,” says Dr. Deb Roy, 
who adds that Bayne’s at­ 
titude ( “ He’s willing to work 
as hard as we ask” ), is a good 
reason for medical optimism. 
There is something else in 
Bayne’s attitude that augurs 
well for his tomorrows. He’s 
cheerful as hell. Though he 
has 
ample 
reason 
to 
be 
otherwise, though few would 
blame him if he were bitter, 
he refuses that tack. Instead, 
he describes himself as a 
good ole boy who “ loves my 
country,” who is “ happy to 
have served in the Army,” 
and who “ doesn’t worry 
about what’s happened in the 
past.” 
“ I 
don’t 
remember 
anything about when I got 
banged up in Vietnam,” he 
says, 
squirming, 
grinning. 
“ I ’m too busy living to think 
about when I was supposed to. 
be dead.”

Steelworkers' Future

WASHINGTON - It was 
lust before noon in the White 
House 
Monday 
when 
everybody thought they had it 
made and could head for the 
woods, the tennis courts or 
olf links now that the crisis 
ad been solved. Secretary of 
Labor Jim Hodgson had 
delayed his press conference 
so he could discuss the twin 
settlement of steel and rails. 
As he was talking, haggard, 
sleepless after three nights of 
B 
ressure, word came that 
.S. Steel had raised its 
prices right across the board. 
No one — as in 1962 — called 
anyone a “ son of a bitch.” 
Topside was unhappy. But 
topside knew, too, that the 
new steel contract would cost 
the industry $1 billion the first 
year of a three-year pact just 
for 
starters. 
It 
was 
a 
“ dumbbell” 
contract 
— 
heavily front- and rear-ended 
the first and last years — and 
would cost up to $6 billion by 
mid-1974. 
No one, not even big silent 
“ Abe” Abel, tough United 
Steelworkers union chief who 
had called a massive steel 
stoppage right smack at the 
height of World War II, could 
see how the industry could 
pay this bill. Last year’s 
profits totaled $513 million. At 
this rate the steel industry 
would take in just over $1.5 
billion in three years and 
have to foot a wage-fringe bill 
of some $6 billion. 
For “ Abe,” whose last 
hurrah as steel union leader 
this may well be, for he will 
be 66 next contract time in a 
union with a mandatory age 
65 retirement, this was a 
magnificent victory. Just 
look at the small print. 


T H E I N D U S T R Y ' S 500,000 
basic steel employes won 
such gains as coverage for 
abortions, sterilization and 
vasectomy. 
Life 
insurance 
was raised to minimum of 
$8,000 
to a 
maximum 
of 
$10,500. 
For the young fellows who 
have not been able to break 
through 
the 
seniority 
vacation system and get 
summer holidays, there is a 
special bonus. In the past 
pact there was a flat $30 
vacation bonus. Now if the 
workers take an off-season 
holiday, the companies must 
pay $40 a week for semi­ 
desirable 
vacation 
months 
and $50 weekly for holidays in 
early December, 
January, 
February, or March. 
There are heavy increases 
in pensions, especially for the 
older workers — giving some 
well over $500 monthly when 
combined 
with 
Social 
Security. There is a big in­ 
crease in Sunday pay — going 
up from time and a quarter to 
time and a half for what in the 
steel industry is a normal 
day’s work. Steel is a con­ 
tinuous process operation. 
Sunday work has been the 
norm since Elbert H. Cary 


put things together in gaslight 
days.

C O N C E S S I O N . The union 
wanted the same high in­ 
crease as in aluminum for 
Sunday work, but the in­ 
crease had to be held down 
because of the regular week­ 
end operation. 
There is swift increment for 
some 15 grades of skilled 
workers, giving them regular 
raises not counted in the 
usual morning-after roun­ 
dups. There is substantial 
increase in the guaranteed 
unemployment pay which 
virtually gives a man as 
much income during layoffs 
as on the job. 
So reports of a 31 per cent 
hike in pay mean little. 
The eventual figure will be 
much higher — even in cash 
without fringes. But using the 
31 per cent measure, the 
wage cost per hour and the 
hikes are 
fabulous. The 
hourly labor cost now is a few 
pennies less than $6. So in the 
calculation the new cost will 
be at least $8 hourly. Com­ 
pare this with the two and 
three 
dollars 
in 
Japan, 
Britain, the Common Market, 
and you can see why the glum 
industry spokesman, U.S. 
Steel’s Heath Larry, who lost 
40 pounds in training for the 
wage go-round will lose more 
weight.

have a stake in it. We are 
faced with competition from 
Socialist and subsidized in­ 
dustries abroad. And we have 
got to do everything possible 
to make certain this industry 
operates efficiently and that 
it gets good help from the 
government.” 


It 
reflected the White House’s 
heavy hangup on produc­ 
tivity.

American 'antitrust laws 
would jail executives of any 
competing American firms 
who dared join together in 
fixing prices or 
otherwise 
trying to cartelize foreign 
trade, in Japan the govern­ 
ment is in the thick of the 
conspiracy. 
When the Red Chinese 
ordered a boycott of any 
Japanese firms that dare do

This we ac­ 
complished with huge outlays 
of foreign aid, much of it 
going to our former enemies. 
The poker game, he pointed 
out, now has four big players. 
The United States, of course.

resources. 
The 
European Common Market, 
which, if Britain joins, will 
contain 300 million skilled and 
able people. And Japan. He 
added that the 800 million 
Chinese could eventually 
make it a five-man poker 
game. 
It is not true, of course, that 
the great resurgence 
of 
Western Europe and Japan 
has been entirely due to their 
own diligence. 
Both have 
shirked 
their 
m ilitary 
obligations! leaving it to the 
American 
taxpayers 
to 
provide most of their defense 
umbrella. Taxes we must 
raise for global defense are 
added 
to 
our 
costs 
of 
production. 
In addition, the Japanese 
have so far been getting away 
with a host of one-way 
restrictions on U.S. trade that 
have kited the price of a 
Cadillac in Tokyo to $25,000. 
There is a rising tide of 
justified anger in America at 
such flimflam, and it must 
and will change or there will 
be an import quota war. 
But even when we achieve 
the quo for the quid we are 
going to have to understand 
that the sun has set on the day 
when we can do business with 
the world, unmindful of our 
production costs. This year, 
for the first time in three­

America will have a net trade 
deficit.

Dear Reader — First regard­ 
ing blood sugar, there are dif­ 
ferent methods of doing the 
test and this can account for a 
variation of 20 points.

ditional substances with a sim­ 
ilar chemical action. 
Blood sugar levels vary in 
normal people. By most meth­ 
ods a fasting value of 125 is 
acceptable. The value will be 
elevated 
by 
anxiousness 
or 
stress. If only one test is done 
the best test is two hours af­ 
ter eating a high carbohydrate 
meal. This will show how the 
body handles sugar. Diabetics 
often have a normal fasting 
blood sugar. 
A common problem in blood 
sugar measurements is the un­ 
prepared patient. I don’t know 
how many people I have seen 
misdiagnosed as diabetics for 
this reason. If you don’t eat 
carbohydrates the body needs 
less insulin to metabolize car­ 
bohydrates and simply produc­ 
es less. Then if you are loaded 
with sugar for a sugar test there 
won’t be enough insulin and the 
best will give a diabetic re­ 
sponse. After eating a high car­ 
bohydrate diet for about three 
days, bread, potatoes and per­ 
haps a couple of candy bars a 
day, the insulin production will 
become normal and the test will 
be normal So it is not always 
wise to go on a diet to get 
your weight down just before 
you go to see the doctor.

erating costs of many smaller 
airports. 
“We recognize at this time 
there will be impossible com­ 
pliance d ates and consid eration 
is being giv en to that prob­ 
lem,” said James T. Morse, 
chief of FAA's safety oper­ 
ations branch, in an interv iew. 
Most of the airport operators’ 
complaints to the FAA are 
against proposed req u irements 
for 
crash, 
fire 
and 
rescu e 
equ ipment and crews. Morse 
said “we’re consid ering some 
mod ification” of those propos­ 
als. 
The National Association of 
State Av iation Officials said the 
crash, fire and rescu e proposal 
alone wou ld cost an av erage of 
$100,000 per airport for equ ip­ 
ment, or a total of $55 million, 
plu s a like amou nt each y ear 
for operational costs. 
The FAA proposed the safety 
stand ard s last May 14 as re- 
u ireqd by the Airport and Air­ 
way s Dev elopment Act of 1970. 
The law sets a May 21, 1972, 
d ead line for the FAA to certify 
that 
all 
airports 
hand ling 
sched u led airlines flights hav e 
complied with the regu lations. 
Sen. Howard Baker, R-Tenn., 
howev er, introd u ced an amend ­ 
ment Frid ay to d efer the effec­ 
tiv e d ate of the certification 
proced u re for one y ear. Baker 
and Sen. Qu entin Bu rd ick, D- 


N.C., also introd u ced separate 
proposals Frid ay to hav e the 
fed eral gov ernment pick u p all 
or most of the cost of meeting 
the new stand ard s. 
FAA ad ministrator John H. 
Shaffer said in a letter to Sen. 
Carl Cu rtis, R-Neb., that “it ap­ 
pears that the proposed airport 
certification ru le, as proposed , 
will

areas.” The final v ersion of the 
ru les is epx ected in late au ­ 
tu mn leav ing the airports abou t 
six months to comply , u nless 
Baker’s amend ment is passed . 
The ru les wou ld req u ire air­ 
ports to hav e one or more fire 
v ehicles 
manned 
by 
crews 
trained to get them to the scene 
of a d isaster within three min­ 
u tes. The amou nt and capabil­ 
ity of the equ ipment wou ld be 
at one of fiv e lev els, d epend ing 
on the size of aircraft u sing the 
airport.

whose fire v ehicle was ou t of 
ord er for more than 72 hou rs. 
National Transportation Safe­ 
ty Board reports show there 
were 132 aircraft accid ents at 
or near airports which inv olv ed 
fire between 1955 and 1968. Im- 
prov d e crash, fire and rescu e 
equ ipment might hav e sav ed 
lines in nine of the accid ents in 
which 200 people were killed , 
the report say s.

Harold A. Meyer, commission­ 
er of the Ohio High School Ath­ 
letic Association, explained that 
a newly-enacted OHSAA regu-i 
lation and a voluntary summer 
physical fitness program will 
help to prevent the hot weather 
problems. 
“ The regulation states that all 
Ohio junior and senior high 
school football candidates must 
participate in four days of pre­ 
season physical conditioning pri­ 
or to any physical contact,” said 
Meyer. The commissioner add­ 
ed that the proposal for this 
regulation came from the physi­ 
cian members of the Joint Ad­ 
visory Committee. 
In addition to the mandatory 
four-day conditioning program, 
many scholastic athletes are be­ 
coming acclimated to extreme 
heat early through voluntary 
summer physical fitness pro­ 
grams approved by the OHSAA 
For those not participating in 
summer fitness programs, Dr. 
Maggied recommended a pro­ 
gram of conditioning well in ad­ 
vance of the first football prac­ 
tice session. Running was sug­ 
gested as the best conditioner. 
Workouts should be short al 
first, with the length increasing: 
gradually. On 
extremely hot 
days, they should be scheduled j 
in the cooler morning and eve-; 
ning hours. Rest periods during, 
lengthy workouts are essential 
The workouts should be donei 
in light clothing — preferablv; 
shorts and a white T-shirt.

IPSA say the U.S. Postal Serv ­ 
ice now has a solid comp etitor 
and a p ossible unofficial, future 
p artner.

business—wide scale deliv ery of 
magazines and other p ublica­ 
tions. 
—Public serv ice p rojects in 
certain areas, such as free mail 
from 
tax p ay ers to their con­ 
gressmen and five-ceni rates 
for intracity deliv ery of Christ­ 
mas cards. 
“We’re p lay ing p ost office for 
real now,” say s Murray , recall­ 


ing the firm’s somewhat shaky 
start. 
“Since the first of the y ear 
we hav e been able to get all the 
financing we need,” he added 
in an interv iew. “We didn’t get 
this in the p ast and it caused 
p roblems—op erating on a cash 
flow basis.” 
Murray , 
who 
immigrated 
from 
Ireland 
17 y ears 
ago, 
p oints to two other factors for 
the up swing in business. 
One was the recent rate in­ 
crease by the Postal Serv ice. 
IPSA currently charges $33 to 
$34 
for 
1,000 
saturation-ty p e 
third-class mailings. 
The na­ 
tional serv ice gets $40 p er 1,000 
mailings up to 20,000 p ieces. 
After that, the U.S. rate jump s 
to $42 p er 1.000. IPSA’s rate 
does not change and customers 
are guaranteed that the mail 
will arriv e on the sp ecified day 
“ Uncle Sam is the only p er­ 
son in the business world who 
p enalizes his clients for doing 
more business for him,” one 
IPSA official commented. 
Murray also contended that 
IPSA was help ed, ironically , bv 
p assage of the Postal Reform 
Act. 
“They could have about p ut 
us out of business if they had 
true p ostal reform, but they 
didn’t,” he said.

Sanctuary 


Eagles Move In, 
Home-Building 
Delayed 


ORLANDO, Fla. (AP) - A 
family 
of 
bald 
eagles 
has 
moved into an area where 100 
new homes were p lanned, and 
the builder has declared the 
site a sanctuary . 
Dick Bonds, p resident of the 
comp any 
develop ing 
Sterling 
Park, said Tuesday that as long 
as the eagles remain, their nest 
will not be disturbed by buil­ 
ders. 
The eagle nest was sighted 
by architects for the p roject 
and Bonds’ decision was imme­ 
diate: The eagles stay . 
“I don’t see how there could 
hav e been any other decision,” 
he said. 
Bonds said the nest has two 
full-sized adults and one fledgl­ 
ing. He’s not sure how old the 
birds are but say s they hav e a 
life sp an of 25-35 y ears. 
The birds mate for life and 
although they migrate north in 
the summer, they alway s re­ 
turn to the same nest if it’s not 
disturbed, he said. 
“I saw them from a distance, 
it was late in the afternoon. 
The sun was setting and they 
were wheeling around a lake. 
They were beautiful, just beau­ 
tiful,” Bonds said. 
The 
local 
Audubon 
Society 
told Bonds that studies indicate 
the eagles need a radius of 660 
feet of wild land from their 
nest if they are to remain. 
He 
subseueqntly 
designated 
32 acres of choice woodland 
surrounding the nest as a sanc­ 
tuary . 
One hundred homes had been 
p lanned for the site which, he 
said, when develop ed would be 
worth an estimated $620,000. 
Bonds said p lans for the 1,- 
100-acre dev elop ment north of 
here were not altered to build 
the homes elsewhere. 
“We will hav e just that many 
fewer houses,” he said. 
To ensure the tranquility of 
the nest, Bonds had the archi­ 
tects, all members of the Audu­ 
bon Society , p ut a moat around 
the site and then changed the 
line of a golf course fairway to 
run nex t to the moat.

(AP) - 
Col. Oran K. Henderson, high- 
e s t-ranking 
officer 
under 
charges arising from the mass 
slaying of civilians at My Lai, 
will go on trial Aug. 23 before a 
seven-officer jury. The trial is 
expected to last up to 12 weeks. 
“ How do you plead?” the 
military judge, Col. Peter S. 
Wondoloski, 
asked 
after 
the 
jury was empaneled Wednes­ 
day. 
“ To all 
specifications and 
charges, not guilty,” said Hen­ 
derson, a much decorated com^ 
bat soldier in World War II, 
Korea and Vietnam. 
One Vietnam veteran, Maj. 
Gen. Charles M. Mount Jr., is 
on the court-martial jury of 
five colonels and two generals 
who were seated in one day. 
The charges against Hender­ 
son, a 50-year-old native of In­ 
dianapolis, are that he was de­ 
relict in failing to investigate 
“ allegations of reports of ex­ 
cessive killings of noncomba­ 
tants” at My Lai, failing to re­ 
port to higher command “ In­ 
cidents and acts thought or al-i 
leged to be war crimes” and 
later lying to a high-level Army 
inquiry. 
onviction 
could 
bring 
a 
maximum sentence of six years 
in prison and dismissal from 
the service. 
Attorneys for both sides and 
Henderson will appear in court 
on Aug. 16 to settle some pre- 
tial motions, but the jury will 
not be there. 
As Maj. Carroll Techenor, the 
Army prosecutor, began ques­ 
tioning the nine-man panel of 
prospective jurors, one officer, 
Col. Robert L. Waters, asked to 
be excused.
